Interested persons have been afforded 
an opportunity to participate in the mak¬ 
ing of the amendment* No objections 
were received. 

In consideration of the foregoing, and 
pursuant to the authority delegated to 
me by the Administrator (14 CFR 11.89). 
$ 39.13 of Part 39 of the Federal Aviation 
Regulations is amended by adding the 
following new airworthiness directive:

(a) Within the next 200 landings after the 
effective date of this AD or before the ac¬ 
cumulation of 5.000 landings, whichever 
occurs later, and thereafter si intervals not 
to exceed 5.000 landings from the last in¬ 
spection, Inspect the main landing gear 
lower sideetay retaining bolts. P'N AC43-267, 
for cracks, using the magnetic particle pro¬ 
cedure or on FAA-approvcd equivalent. In 
accordance with British Aircraft Corp. BAC 
1-11 Alert 8ervloe Bulletin 32-A-PM 2808. 
Issue 1. dated April 14, 1B67. or later ARB- 
approved Issue, or an FAA-approved equiva¬ 
lent. 

(b) If defective retaining bolts. P. N AC43- 
267, are found during the Inspection required 
by paragraph (a), before further night re¬ 
place the bolts with serviceable bolts of the 
same part number or new bolts, P/N AC43 
399. In accordance with BAC 1-11 Service 
Bulletin No. 32 PM 2898 Revision 1. dated 
April 10. 1967. or later ARB-approved issue, 
or an FAA-approved equivalent. 

(c) Before the accumulation of 15.000 
landing*, replace retaining bolts, P/N AC43' 
207. with serviceable bolls of the tame part 
number or new bolts, P/N AC43-390. If bolts 
P N AC43 267 are used as replacement bolts. 
Inspect the bolts at intervals not to exceed 
6,000 landings In accordance with paragraph 
(a) and replace the bolts at intervals not 
to exceed 15.000 landings. 

(d) The repeUtlve Inspections and replace¬ 
ments required by paragraphs (a) and <c) 
may be discontinued after the new bolts, 
P N AC43 390. are installed. Retaining bolt 
P'N AC43-390 does not have a service life 
limitation. 
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(«) For the purpose of complying with 
this AD* subject to acceptance by the as¬ 
signed PAA maintenance Inspector, the num¬ 
ber of landings may be determined by divid¬ 
ing each airplane's hours* time In service 
by the operator's fleet average time from 
takeoff to landing for the airplane type.

PART 91—general operating and 
FLIGHT RULES 

Noise Abatement Rules 

The purpose of this amendment Is to 
Include all large and all turbine-powered 
airplanes within the class of aircraft 
to which the noise abatement rules apply, 
to omit the written report required from 
pilots by 8 91.87(g>, and to make minor 
editorial changes clarifying the intent of 
these rules. 

The substance of this amendment was 
published as a notice of proposed rule 
making in the Federal Register on 
March 29. 1967 <32 FM. 5559). and cir¬ 
culated as Notice No. 67-10. Many com¬ 
ments were received in response to the 
Notice. Generally, the comments were 
favorable and recommended adoption 
of the proposed amendments, frequently 
with minor changes or additional sug¬ 
gestions. Due consideration was given to 
all comments received. 

A number of comments pointed out 
that there are several small turboprop 
airplanes that make less noise than 
reciprocating-engine airplanes of com¬ 
parable size. These comments objected 
to classifying airplanes on the basis of 
a design factor that may not necessarily 
be associated with the problem. While 
it is true that some light turboprop air¬ 
planes produce leas noise than recipro¬ 
cating-engine airplanes of a comparable 
size, studies have indicated that, gen¬ 
erally, reciprocating-engine airplanes are 
less objectionable from a noise stand¬ 
point than turbine-powered airplanes. 
It would be Impracticable to specify, by 
regulation, which airplanes within the 
light turbine-powered category should 
comply with noise abatement regula¬ 
tions. and which should be excluded. 
Since application of this rule to all tur¬ 
bine-powered airplanes would not impose 
an undue burden on light turboprop air¬ 
planes. and since the proposed applica¬ 
tion would not compromise aviation 
safety, it is determined that the rule 
should apply to all large, and all turbine- 
powered airplanes. 

A number of commentators, and par¬ 
ticularly the Aircraft Owners and Pilots 
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Association, questioned the safety in¬ 
herent in a requirement to have small 
reciprocating-engine airplanes, includ¬ 
ing those piloted by relatively Inexperi¬ 
enced noninstmment pilots, follow the 
US glide slope when approaching 
to land on an US runway. The 
ILS glide slope approach is on in¬ 
strument approach procedure which 
a VFR pilot may not be competent 
to execute. It was suggested that requir¬ 
ing these pilots to divert their attention 
to instruments inside the cockpit, when 
their full attention should be concen¬ 
trated outside the cockpit to avoid other 
traffic, would increase the collision haz¬ 
ard In the vicinity of airports and would 
contribute little to the noise abatement 
program. It was recommended that this 
provision be limited to large airplanes 
and turbine-powered airplanes. There 
is merit in this suggestion and the 
amendment as adopted herein has been 
modified accordingly. 

The Department of the Air Force com¬ 
mented that It uses two traffic pattern 
altitudes separating conventional and 
turbine-powered aircraft by 500 feet. It 
was suggested that combining the traffic 
pattern altitudes would cause an unsafe 
mixture of fast and slow aircraft, and 
that the climb provision would expose 
aircraft on overhead approaches to de¬ 
parting aircraft climbing rapidly to 
1,500 feet. It was requested that some 
latitude be allowed in the establishment 
of traffic patterns. These problems are 
primarily applicable to military airports 
and it would be impracticable to design 
the general rule to accommodate these 
exceptional cases. Moreover, all necessary 
latitude can be provided through an ATC 
authorization. Therefore, it is deter¬ 
mined that a change in the proposed 
rules Is not required to satisfy the mill- 
tan* requirements. 

As proposed in the notice. (91.87(f) 
(2) prescribes certain climb require¬ 
ments applicable "unless otherwise re¬ 
quired by noise abatement departure 
procedures • • V* Since many depar¬ 
ture procedures are not related to noise 
abatement, and since the present lan¬ 
guage of 6 91.87(0 (2) refers to "depar¬ 
ture procedures," no purpose is served 
by the change of language and the phrase 
as it presently appears in the part is re¬ 
tained. 

The Airport Operators Council Inter¬ 
national opposed the proposed rescission 
of the requirement for a written pilot re¬ 
port when a pilot uses a runway other 
than the assigned preferential runway, 
feeling that no portion of the preferen¬ 
tial runway system procedures should be 
relaxed. However, rescission of the re¬ 
porting requirement was generally sup¬ 
ported by other comments, and. for the 
reasons stated in the notice 8 91.87(g) Is 
amended accordingly. In addition, edi¬ 
torial changes have been made in the sec¬ 
tion to more clearly identify this runway 
use provision as a noise abatement 
measure. 

In consideration of the foregoing, 
paragraphs <d). (f)(2). and (g) of 
8 91.87 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 


tions are amended, effective December 4 
1967, as hereinafter set forth.

(d> Minimum altitudes. When oper- 
ating to an airport with an operating 
control tower, each pilot of— 

<1> A turbine-powered airplane or i 
large airplane shall, unless otherwise re- 
quJred by the applicable distant from 
cloud criteria, enter the airport traffic 
area at an altitude of at least 1,500 feet 
above the surface of the airport and 
maintain at least 1.500 feet within the 
airport traffic area, including the traffle 
pattern, until further descent Is required 
for a safe landing; 

<2> A turbine-powered airplane or a 
large airplane approaching to land oa a 
runway being served by an ILS. .dull, 
if the airplane is ILS equipped, fly that 
airplane at an altitude at or above die 
glide slope between the outer marker <or 
the point of Interception with the glide 
slope, if compliance with the applicable 
distance from clouds criteria requires 
interception closer In) and the middle 
marker; and, 

(3) An airplane approaching to land 
on a runway served by a visual approach 
slope indicator, shall maintain an alti¬ 
tude at or above the glide slope until a 
lower altitude is necessary' for a safe 
landing. 

However, subparagraphs (2) and 3) 
of this paragraph do not prohibit nor¬ 
mal bracketing maneuvers above or be¬ 
low the glide slope that are conducted 
for the purpose of remaining on the 
glide slope.

(2) Unless otherwise required by the 
departure procedure or the applicable 
distance from clouds criteria, each pilot 
of a turbine-powered airplane and each 
pilot of a large airplane shall climb to 
an altitude of 1,500 feet above the sur¬ 
face as rapidly as practicable. 

(g) Noise abatement runway a:>ton. 
When landing or taking off from an air¬ 
port with an operating control tower, and 
for which a formal runway use program 
has been established by the FA A. each 
pilot of a turbine-powered airplane and 
each pilot of a large airplane, assigned 
a noise abatement runw'ay by ATC.; hall 
use that runway. However, each pilot ha* 
final authority and responsibility :or the 
safe operation of his airplane and if he 
determines in the interest of safety that 
another runway should be used. ATC 
will assign that runway (air traffic and 
other conditions permitting) .

(3) The suspension will cancel minus 
supply-demand adjustments which, 
otherwise, would lower Class I milk prices 
during the suspension period. The sus¬ 
pension Is intended to maintain suf¬ 
ficient milk production for the Eastern 
Colorado and Western Colorado milk 
markets to meet the need for Class I 
milk during the suspension period. 

The supply-demand adjustor which Is 
provided in the Eastern Colorado order 
utilises milk supply and Class I utiliza¬ 
tion data for both the Eastern Colorado 
and Western Colorado markets. The 
Western Colorado Class I milk price Is 
directly related to the Class I price es¬ 
tablished for Eastern Colorado. Conse¬ 
quently. the suspension order will also 
affect the Class I price for the Western 
Colorado market during the suspension 
period. 

<4) Interested parties were afforded 
opportunity to lUe written data, views or 
arguments concerning this suspension 
<32 F.R. 14774). None was filed in opposi¬ 
tion. 

Therefore, good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing this order effective November 1.

Exposure of Individuals to Concentra¬ 
tions of Radioactive Material in 
Restricted Areas 

Under the Atomic Energy Commission's 
currently effective regulations. 10 CFR 
Part 20. "Standards for Protection 
Against Radiation", Commission li¬ 
censees may make allowance for the use 
of protective clothing or equipment in 
determining whether an individual is ex¬ 
posed to airborne concentrations of 
radioactive material in excess of speci¬ 
fied limits only upon approval of a spe¬ 
cific application to the Commission 
(5 20.103), 

The Commission is considering the 
amendment of 5 20.103 to permit li¬ 
censees, without prior specific authoriza¬ 
tion by the Commission, to make allow¬ 
ance for the use of respiratory protective 
equipment, under certain conditions, in 
limiting Individual exposures. As revised, 
5 20.103(c) would specify conditions to 
be met by the licensee, including criteria 
for assuring an adequate respiratory pro¬ 
tective program. The proposed amend¬ 
ment is designed to allow licensees 
greater operational flexibility by elimi¬ 
nating the time-consuming reviews now 
required for prior authorization without 
materially reducing the degree of safety 
provided. To this extent, the Commis¬ 
sion's regulatory process would be simpli¬ 
fied. In addition, the Commission will 
publish in the near future, as a technical 

information document WASH-_,* 

a guide on the use of respirators for pro¬ 
tection against airborne radioactive 
materials. 

The primary objective of respiratory 
protective programs is to limit the 
Inhalation of airborne radioactive ma¬ 
terials. This objective is normally ac¬ 
complished by the application of en¬ 
gineering controls. Including process, 
containment, and ventilation design, 
as the primary means to assure that 
exposures are below permissible levels. 
The Commission continues to encour¬ 
age licensees to follow the common 
industrial practice of using engineer¬ 
ing controls to keep airborne con-

ccmrntions as low as practicable in 
area & that may be occupied. When such 
controls are not feasible or cannot be 
applied to obtain sufficiently low con¬ 
centrations. the use of respiratory pro¬ 
tective equipment may be appropriate. 
In general, the use of respirators is less 
desirable than the use of process, con¬ 
tainment, and ventilation techniques in 
providing respiratory protection. The 
use of respirators entails both greater 
likelihood of accidental exposures and 
greater likelihood that such exposures 
may go undetected, and may also subject 
the wearer to additional stress. The pro¬ 
vision and use of respiratory protective 
equipment are subject to the following 
considerations regarding circumstances 
under which respiratory protection may 
be needed. 

a. Routine operations arc planned ac¬ 
tivities that are generally repetitive and 
occur with varying frequencies. For such 
operations, potential sources of airborne 
radioactive materials should be identi¬ 
fied and respiratory* protection provided 
by the use of process, containment and 
ventilation measures and by preplanning 
of work to limit exposure to airborne 
concentrations. The use of respiratory 
protective devices as a substitute for 
feasible engineering controls in routine 
operations is inappropriate. 

b. Nonroutine operations are activities 
that are either nonrepetitive or else oc¬ 
cur so Infrequently that adequate limita¬ 
tion of exposure by engineering controls 
is impracticable. To the extent that 
process, containment, and ventilation 
controls are not reasonably feasible, the 
use of respiratory protective devices In 
nonroutine operations to avoid excessive 
exposure to radioactive materials Is 
appropriate. 

c. Emergencies are unplanned events 
characterized by risks sufficient to re¬ 
quire Immediate action to avoid or miti¬ 
gate an abrupt or rapidly deteriorating 
situation. In such situations, use of respi¬ 
ratory protective equipment may be es¬ 
sential. While emergencies are. of course, 
unplanned, there should be plans for 
coping with potential emergencies. Such 
plans should assure that respiratory pro¬ 
tective equipment likely to be needed is 
properly selected and maintained and 
that personnel are instructed in its use. 
The advance preparations appropriate to 
a particular potential emergency will 
depend upon its possible consequences 
and the probability of Us occurrence. 

Respiratory protective equipment is 
likely to be ineffective unless it Is properly 
chosen, maintained, and used. The re¬ 
quirements set forth in the proposed 
5 20.103(c) (3) below are considered to be 
essential for an adequate respiratory 
protective program. 


The periods of time for which I 
respirators may be worn continuously 1 
and the overall time of use riiould be I 
kept to a minimum. It is common prtc- I 
tice to allow adequate rest periods at rea- I 
sonable intervals for respirator users, I 
and to limit total time of use However it I

Experience lias shown that where such I 
relief is not provided, the protection I 
afforded the wearer and the overall safely I 
of the operation are likely to be reduced I 

The proposed amendment of i 20103 I 
would: 

a. Revise the present paragraph a* to I 
limit time average inhalation of airborne I 
radioactive material to permissible con- I 
centratlon limits. 

b. Delete the present paragraph I 
and add a proposed new paragraph <b> I 
providing limitations on total intake of I 
radioactive materials into the body by I 
Inhalation or absorption. 

c. Delete the present paragraph (c) I 
and add a proposed new paragraph <c> ] 
providing performance criteria under I 
which allowance might be made for use I 
of respiratory protective equipment I 
which, among other things, would fur- I 
ther limit the intake of radioactive I 
materials in any 24-hour period during I 
any portion of which respirators are I 
worn.

FILING OF AGREEMENTS BETWEEN 

COMMON CARRIERS OF FREIGHT 

BY WATER IN THE FOREIGN COM¬ 
MERCE OF THE UNITED STATES 

Notice of Proposed Rule Making 

Section 15 of the Shipping Act. 1916, 
requires every common carrier by water, 
or other person subject to tlie Act. to file 
immediately with the Commission a true 
copy, or if oral, a true and complete 
memorandum, of every agreement with 
another such carrier or oilier person 
subject to the Act. to which it may be a 
party or conform in whole or in port. 
The agreements covered by this section 
which pertain to this general order are 
those which in any way limit competition 
between or among common carriers by 
water in regard to rates, rules, and prac¬ 
tices pertaining to the carriage of car¬ 
goes moving In the foreign commerce of 
the United 8 tates. Such agreements in¬ 
clude those which: 

1. Fix or regulate transportation rates; 

2. Give or receive special rates, accom¬ 
modations. or other special privileges or 
advantages; 

3. Control, regulate, prevent, or de¬ 
stroy competition; 

4. Pool or apportion earnings, losses, 
or traffic; 

5. Allot ports or restrict or otherwise 
regulate the number and character of 
sailings between ports; 

6 . Limit or regulate in any way the vol¬ 
ume or character of freight traffic to be 
carried; 

7. Provide in any manner for an ex¬ 
clusive, preferential, or cooperative work¬ 
ing arrangement. 

The Commission is required to disap¬ 
prove, cancel, or modify any such agree¬ 
ments that it finds, after notice and hear¬ 
ing, to be 44 unjustly discriminatory or 
unfair as between carriers, shippers, ex¬ 
porters. importers, or ports, or between 
exporters from the United States and 
their foreign competitors, or to operate 
to the detriment of the commerce of tlie 
United States, or to be contrary to the 
public interest, or to be in violation of 
this AcL** 

Tlie Commission is also required to 
disapprove any conference agreement 
( 1 ) which fails to provide reasonable and 
equal terms and conditions for admission 
and readmission to conference member¬ 
ship of other qualified carriers in the 
trade, or ( 2 ) which fails to provide that 
any member may withdraw from mem¬ 
bership upon reasonable notice without 
penalty for such withdrawal, or ( 3 ) 
where it finds inadequate policing of the 
obligations under it; or (4) where it finds 
a failure or refusal to adopt and main¬ 
tain reasonable procedures for promptly 
and fairly hearing and considering ship¬ 
pers* requests and complaints. In order 
to carry out the requirements of the 


statute in these respects the Commission 
has promulgated Its General Orders Nos, 
7. 9 and 14 (46 CFR 528. 523. 527.) 

In the Interest of uniformity and In 
order to assure expeditious processing 
and consideration of agreements filed 
with the Commission pursuant to section 
15 of the Shipping Act. 1916, notice Is 
liereby given in accordance with the 
provisions of section 4. Administrative 
Procedure Act (5 U.S.C. 1003) and sec¬ 
tions 15 and 43 of the Shipping Act, 1916 
<46 U. 8 .C. 814 and 841a>, that the Fed¬ 
eral Maritime Commission is considering 
promulgation of the proposed rules set 
forth hereinafter. The proposed rules 
apply to agreements between common 
carriers by water In tlie foreign com¬ 
merce of the United States and not to 
Interconference agreements or to agree¬ 
ments between “other persons subject to 
the Act * 4 or between “other persons sub¬ 
ject to the Act ’ 4 and “common carriers 
by water*' subject to the Act. 

These rules, when promulgated, will 
cancel and supersede 46 CFR Part 522. 

§ .*>22.1 Statement of policy. 

The Commission Is required to dis¬ 
approve, cancel, or modify all anticom¬ 
petitive agreements between common 
carriers by water subject to the Act that 
it finds, after notice and hearing, not to 
comport with the criteria established in 
section 15 of Uic Shipping Act. The rules 
in this part are promulgated to estab¬ 
lish guidelines for the filing, format and 
content of agreements submitted to the 
Commission pursuant to section 15. 
Such guidelines should result in the filing 
of agreements that are as uniform as 
possible; reduction of the cost of prepara¬ 
tion. handling, and processing to those 
that file the agreements, and to the Gov¬ 
ernment; and expeditious consideration 
and processing of filed agreements. Ex¬ 
cept for the provisions pertaining to the 
mechanics of filing and to the method 
of handling modifications of approved 
agreements, the rules in this part are per¬ 
missive rather than mandatory. Tlie 
forms of agreements set forth In the rules 
in this part are those which would ensure 
expeditious processing and which could. 
In most Instances, result in approval 
without the necessity for formal hear¬ 
ings. Commission processing of section 15 
agreements can be further expedited if 
accompanied by the Information set forth 
in S 522.3. 

§ 522.2 Definition*. 

For the purposes of the rules in tills 
part only the following definitions of 
terms used therein shall apply, 

(a) Agreement. The term “agreement** 
refers to a formal document or written 
memorandum which reflects an under¬ 
standing. arrangement, or undertaking 
between tw T o or more common carriers 
subject to the Shipping Act, 1916. as 
amended, which, because of the anticom¬ 
petitive nature of the understanding, ar¬ 
rangement or undertaking, is required by 
the provisions of section 15 of said Act to 
be filed with the Commission for ap¬ 
proval. Such agreements Include but are 
not limited to tlie following general 
types: 


(1) Freight conference agreement An 
understanding, arrangement or under, 
taking between or among two or roo^e 
common carriers of freight by water in 
the foreign commerce of tlie United 
States which results in a restriction of 
competition and which is denominated u 
a “conference** by the parties; or an 
understanding, arrangement or under- 
taking between or among two or more 
common carriers by water of freight la 
the foreign commerce of tlie United 
States which results In a restriction 0 f 
competition and which will or could ret- 
sonably be expected to cause the part** 
to become a dominant force in the trade 
covered by the arrangement. Such agree¬ 
ments usually contain provisions for: 

<i) Tlie fixing and adherence to uni- 
form rates, charges, and practices relat¬ 
ing to the receipt, carriage and delivery 
of cargo, for all members; 

<ii) The filing of a common tariff or 
tariffs in the name of the group, in which 
ail members participate; 

(ill) The appointment of a chairman 
or secretary to conduct the administra¬ 
tive affairs of the parties; 

<iv) Such other matters as the partle* 
,niay agree upon or as may from time to 
time be required by statute or by general 
orders of the Commission. 

<2> Rate agreement. An understand¬ 
ing, arrangement or undertaking between 
or among two or more common carrier* 
of freight by water in the foreign com¬ 
merce of the United States which Is not, 
will not be. or could not reasonably be ex¬ 
pected to cause the parties to become a 
dominant factor in the commerce of the 
United States in the trade covered by the 
arrangement. Such agreement* usually 
contain provisions for: 

(I) The fixing and adherence to uni¬ 
form rates, charges and practices relating 
to the receipt, carriage, and delivery of 
cargo, for all members; 

(II) The filing of tariffs; 

(ill) Such other matters the parties 
may agree upon or as may from time to 
time be required by statute or by gen¬ 
eral orders of the Commission. 

(3) Pooling agreement . An under¬ 
standing. arrangement or undertaking 
between two or more common carriers in 
a trade which provides for the division 
of the cargo carryings or earning and or 
losses among the several carrier parties 
In accordance with a fixed formula. 

(4) Joint service agreement. An un¬ 
derstanding. arrangement, or undertak¬ 
ing between two or more common car¬ 
riers which establishes a new and sep¬ 
arate line or service to be operated by 
the parties as a joint venture. The r.cw 
and separate service fixes its own rate*, 
publishes its own tariffs or is a party to 
its own name to conference tariffs. L c - 
sues its own bills of lading and acts gen¬ 
erally as a single carrier. 

(5) Sailing agreement . An under¬ 
standing. arrangement, or undertaking 
between two or more common carrier* 
which establishes a schedule of port* 
each carrier will serve and the frequency 
of each carrier’s calls at those ports. 
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6 ) Transshipment agreement. An un¬ 
de -standing. arrangement, or undertak- 

bftween two or more common car- 
which establishe* a Joint through 
mute between the United States, or any 
ot lu Districts. Territories, or posses¬ 
sions and a foreign country. The agree¬ 
ment provides for the fixing of Joint 
throusili rates and the publication or such

Pine. Mich. Notice of the application was 
Issued on June 13. 1967. and was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register on June

tervene in opposition to the application 
was timely Med by Michigan Gas and 
Electric Co. <MG&E) and a late notico 
of intervention was Med by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission <PSC) in 
which it requested permission to enter 
the late Ming. 

On July 10. 1967. MGLF. Med an appli¬ 
cation in Docket No. CP68-11 pursuant 
to section 7<a> of the Natural Gas Act 
for an order of the Commission directing 
Northern to construct and operate 
natural gas transmission facilities and 
to sell and deliver natural gas In inter¬ 
state commerce for resale and distribu¬ 
tion in Ontonagon County. Mich. Notice 
of the application was issued on July 18. 
1967. and was published in the Federal 
Register on July 26.1967 (32 Fit. 10952 K 
The gas w’hlch MG&E seeks to have made 
available would be used to serve natural 
gas to White Pine in the same volumes 
as proposed by Northern in its applica¬ 
tion in Docket No. CP67-365 and in addi¬ 
tion would be used to serve other firm 
distribution markets in the Village of 
White Pine. Mich. The Michigan PSC 
Med a notice of intervention In Docket 
No. CP68-11. 

In its petition to intervene In Docket 
No. CP67-365 MG&E alleges that it has 
secured franchises to provide natural gas 
service in the Upper Peninsula of Michi¬ 
gan in the villages of Baraga and South 
Range and the tow r nships of Carp Lake 
and Ontonagon and that White Pine 
Copper Co. Ls located within Carp Lake 
Township. It opposes Northern's appli¬ 
cation to serve White Pine, because of its 
own proposal to serve White Pine as con¬ 
templated In its application in Docket 
No CP68-11. MG&E requests that a for¬ 
mal hearing be set and that Its applica¬ 
tion be consolidated for hearing with 
Northern’s application in Docket No. 
CP67-365. 

Northern filed an answer to MG&E's 
application in which it objects to that 
application because MG&E had submit¬ 
ted a competitive proposal to serve White 
Pine Copper Co. which was rejected by 
the proposed customer In favor of the 
offer from Northern's Peoples division 
and because ’MG&E has not complied 
with the orderly procedure set out In 
Northern’s tariff for the attachment of 
new communities.'' 

Since the applications of both North¬ 
ern and MG&E envision service of the 
same volume of gas to a single purchaser 
they apparently are mutually exclusive 
and should be consolidated for hearing so 
that they can be considered together. 

The Commission further finds: 

(1) It is necessary and appropriate In 
carrying out the provisions of the Natural 
Gas Act that the matters In Docket Nos. 
CP67-365 and CP68-1X be consolidated 
for hearing and decision. 

<2) Although the notice of interven¬ 
tion Med by the Michigan Public Serv¬ 
ice Commission In Docket No. CP67-365 
was not filed within the time required by 
$ 1.8(d) of the Commissi on's rules of 
practice and procedure (18 CFR 1.8(d)). 
good cause exists to permit the late filing 
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(3) It 1 s desirable and In the public 
interest to allow Michigan Gas and Elec¬ 
tric Co. to Intervene in Docket No. CP67- 

• 365 in order that it may establish the 
facts and the law from which the nature 
and validity of alleged rights and in¬ 
terests may be determined and show 
what further action may be appropriate 
under the circumstances in the admin- 
istratlon of the Natural Gas Act. 

(4) The expeditious disposition of 
these proceedings may be effectuated by 
holding a prehearing conference and to 
that end a prehearing conference should 
be held on November 28. 1967. 

The Commission orders: 

(A) The above-captioned matters are 
hereby consolidated for the purpose of 
hearing and decision. 

<B> Michigan Gas and Electric Co. is 
hereby permitted to become an inter¬ 
vener in Docket No. CP67-365 subject to 
the rules and regulations of the Commis¬ 
sion: Provided, however. That the par¬ 
ticipation of such intervener shall be 
limited to matters affecting asserted 
rights and interests as specifically set 
forth In its petition to intervene: And 
provided, further, That the admission of 
such intervener shall not be construed 
as recognition by the Commission that 
It might be aggrieved because of any 
order or orders of the Commission en¬ 
tered in this proceeding. 

<C> Intervention by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission is hereby 
granted. 

<D) All evidence in support of the 
applications to be relied upon at the 
hearing shall be filed with the Commis¬ 
sion and served on all parties and the 
Commission’s staff on or before Novem¬ 
ber 17. 1967. 

(E) Pursuant to the provisions of 
§ 1.18 of the Commission's rules of prac¬ 
tice and procedure, a prehearing confer¬ 
ence before a duly designated presiding 
examiner shall commence at 10 am , 
c.a.t, on November 28, 1967, in a hearing 
room of the Federal Power Commission, 
441 G Street NW..

these consolidated proceedings.

All 
interested persons are referred to the 
application on file with the Commission 
for a statement of the representations 
contained therein, which are summarized 
below. 

Applicant was organized, in August 
1953, for the purpose of developing oil 
and gas properties, which gradually de¬ 
teriorated. and was subsequently engaged 
In the business of Intercontinental 
Manufacturing Co., Inc. (“Interconti¬ 
nental”), a wholly ow'ned subsidiary 
which it acquired from the Lionel Corp. 
in June 1964. Applicant asserts that it 
then concentrated upon the development 
of Intercontinental to its maximum po¬ 
tential and attempted to consolidate 
Intercontinental with another manu¬ 
facturing company in such a manner as 
to provide for the orderly retirement of 
certain debt of Applicant and the satis¬ 
faction of numerous creditors. Applicant 
further asserts that at the time of its 
ownership of Intercontinental, such own¬ 
ership of Intercontinental comprised 
over 95 percent of Applicant’s total 
assets, and Applicant was engaged 
through Intercontinental in the busi¬ 
ness of Intercontinental. Interconti¬ 
nental engages in the manufacture of 
component parts for use in the aerospace 
and munitions fields as a prime or sub¬ 
contractor under Government contracts, 
and is now primarily engaged in the 
manufacture of bomb bodies for sale un¬ 
der contract to the U.S. Navy. 

live application states that on May 9. 
1967. a transaction was consummated be¬ 
tween Applicant and Intercontinental In¬ 
dustries. Inc. ("INI”) whereby Applicant 
exchanged 900 shares of the common 
stock of Intercontinental, representing 
90 percent of such common stock (the 
remaining ten percent to be sold to five 
officers of Intercontinental), for 40 per¬ 
cent of the outstanding voting securities 
of INI, certain convertible or secured 
notes of INI, and the assumption by INI 
of certain debt of Applicant. As stated 
by Applicant, this transaction represents 
the culmination of over a year and a 
half of effort by Applicant to attempt to 
salvage the affairs and assets of Appli¬ 
cant. Applicant submits that it “con¬ 
trols" INI. as such term is defined in 
section 2<a><9> of the Act. 

On June 30. 1967, subsequent to the 
disposition by Applicant of 143.600 shares 
of INI common stock primarily in settle¬ 
ment of certain existing obligations. Ap¬ 
plicant held 416.000 shares, or approxi¬ 
mately 29 percent of the outstanding vot¬ 
ing securities of INI. Applicant's holding 
may be increased to approximately 31 
percent If Applicant converts a $144,550 
5-percent note Into 48,183 shares of INI. 
or decreased to approximately 23 per¬ 
cent if 75.000 shares of INI are distributed 
to Applicant’s stockholders. This dis¬ 


tribution, although approved by a vote 
of stockholders, has been deferred until 
settlement is made with all of Applicant's 
creditors. If Applicant elects both to con¬ 
vert the notes and to make the distribu¬ 
tion to shareholders, it will hold in ex¬ 
cess of 25 percent of the outstanding vot¬ 
ing securities of INI. INI. shares of the 
capital stock of which arc listed on the 
American Stock Exchange, has disposed 
of the general construction business In 
which it was engaged unUl recently under 
the name of Jefferson Construction Co.. 
and is presently engaged in the business 
of Intercontinental through Intercon¬ 
tinental. 

Six designees of Applicant, including 
three of Applicant’s five directors, are 
members of INI's Board of Directors, 
which is composed of nine members, and 
all of INI's major officers are represen¬ 
tatives of Applicant. In addition, five 
designees of Applicant, including two of 
Applicant’s five directors, arc members 
of Intercontinental's Board of Directors, 
which is composed of nine members. Ap¬ 
plicant represents that Its officers and 
directors direct a substantial portion of 
their time and effort to the operations 
and daily activities of INI and Intercon¬ 
tinental. 

Applicant states that it has never held 
itself out as. or engaged in the business 
of. an investment company. Applicant 
further states that its ownership in INI 
is its only significant investment, such 
ownership representing approximately 93 
'percent of the value of tts total assets 
(exclusive of cash items and Government 
securities) at June 30. 1967. Applicant 
submits that, although it is an invest¬ 
ment company as defined by section 3 
(a)(3) of the Act since it ow f ns invest¬ 
ment securities having a value exceed¬ 
ing 40 percent of its total assets (exclusive 
of cash items and Government secu¬ 
rities). its control of and primary en¬ 
gagement In the business of INI and In¬ 
tercontinental entitle it to a declaration 
and finding by the Commission pursuant 
to section 3(b) (2) of the Act. 

Section 3(b) <2> of the Act provides In 
pertinent part that the Commission may. 
upon application, find and by order de¬ 
clare An issuer to be primarily engaged 
in a business other than that of investing, 
reinvesting, owning, holding, or trading 
in securities through a controlled com¬ 
pany.

owned subsidiary of Gillette; and Gil¬ 
lette will cause each fully owned subsidi¬ 
ary not to dispose of applicant's securities 
(other than debt securities) except to 
Gillette, applicant, or to one or more 
fully owned subsidiaries of Gillette. In 
the event that any additional debt 
securities of applicant are issued to or 
held by the public, such debt securities 
will be guaranteed by Gillette in a man¬ 
ner substantially similar to the guarantee 
of the Debentures referred to below. 

The principal business of Gillette is 
the manufacture and sale of men's per¬ 
sonal care products—safety razors, 
blades, and men's toiletries; home per¬ 
manent waves and other women's hair 
care and toiletry products; and ballpoint 
pens and refills and porous point pens 
utilizing a tapered nylon Up and refills. 

Applicant intends to issue and sell an 
aggregate of up to $50 million of its 
Guaranteed Debentures Due 1982

Similarly, 
holders of the Debentures will have the 
benefit of such reporting and disclosure 
requirements with respect to Gillette, the 
common stock of which Is listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange (and certain 
other stock exchanges referred to above) 
and registered under the Securities Ex¬ 
change Act of 1934.

Government securities and cash items) 
will be Invested in securities of or loaned 
to foreign companies (Including U.S.

either directly or indirectly through for¬

of acquisition. 

Gillette is Interested in develop! ag and 
expanding its foreign operations, indud- 
ing increasing its investments in lu exist- 
ing foreign subsidiaries, the setting up or 
the acquisition of additional ford n sub¬ 
sidiaries, and otherwise making substan¬ 
tial direct or indirect investment? and 
direct or indirect acquisitions of inter¬ 
ests in foreign companies and busiji* ;^cs. 
Gillette is utilizing applicant to fulfill 
its general objective of developing and 
expanding its foreign operations, as de¬ 
scribed above, and at the same time to 
support the balance-of-paymen ts posi¬ 
tion of the United States In compliance 
with the voluntary ooope ration program 
Instituted by President Johnson in Feb¬ 
ruary 1965.
